THE MESSAGE. 


GOVERNOR WATERMAN’S 
FIRST 
BIENNIAL COMMUNICATION. 


Complete and Elaborate State­ 
ment of all the Matters Con­ 
sidered in the Message. 


The Governor’s message sent to the houses of 
the Legislature yesterday makes a compact 
octavo volume of 101 pages. An examination of 
this elaborate review of the business and con­ 
cerns of the State convinced the Recokd-Union 
that a wider newspaper reading would be se­ 
cured, of this state document, by the publica 
tion of a carefully prepared condensation of all 
the matters considered in it, and which is pre­ 
sented herewith. Its full publication would fill 
more than two pages of the Record-Union in 
small type. The exhaustive synopsis we present 
omits no subject treated, conclusion reached, or 
advice given, and will, therefore, enable our 
readers to easily and speedily review the entire 
message: 
The message opens w ith appropriate reference 
to the death of Governor B artlett, and eulogistic 
rem arks concerning his life and service. It also 
recom m ends an appropriation of *3,660 62. to re­ 
im burse the B ank oí California lor money bor­ 
rowed to pay the funeral expenses, and a lurther 
appropriation of »1,OUO lor painting a portrait ot 
deceased, to be placed in the State Capitol. 
STATE AND COUNTY DEBTS. 
Under tills head the Executive recommends 
an am endm ent to th e Constitution, to restrict 
the power of the Legislature to create debt be­ 
yond a fixed lim it. The Constitution of IS-ia 
fixed the lim it at; Í .01,000, yet under this, a debt 
oi 52,100,000 at one tim e existed, but. inasm uch 
as the Legislature provided for the paym ent in 
process ot lim e, and m ade annual appropria­ 
tions to m eet the same, the Suprem e Court de­ 
cided th at it was not a "debt,” in the m eaning 
of the constitutional inhibition. 
An am end­ 
m ent to the Constitution, adopted in 1871, was 
intended to change this rul.ng, but the am end 
m ent was not incorporated into the new Consti­ 
tution, and hence the law- still rem ains as de­ 
clared by the Suprem e Court in the decision al­ 
ready referred to. 
The tunded indebtedness of the counties of 
the State am ounts to «9,266 876, w hich w ill prob­ 
ably be increased. The indebtedness of counties 
is very injurious to the welfare of the people, 
and an am endm ent to the Constitution, to lim it 
the power of counties to contract indebt duess, 
or ot the State to em pow er counties to do so 
is recom m ended. 


THE STATE FINANCES. 
The total funded iudebtedness of th e State is 
52,703,500, of w hich sum 55,000 consists of the 
State bonds of 1S57 and 5500 of State touds of I860, 
upon w hich in tered has ceased, 
th e total 
in.erest-beariug funded 
indebtedness of the 
State is 52.60S,000, w hich consists of the State 
funded debt bonds of 1873, and are held as fol­ 
lows:

Of this arnouDt $60,000 has been called in, and 
the interest thereon has ceased, thus leaving an 
outstanding indebtedness of this class of 52,638 - 
000. These bonds m ature on Julv 1,1893, and at 
th at tim e m ust either be paid or refunded. 
The Act of the Legislature providing for the is­ 
suance of these bonds created a fund to be 
known as the interest and sinking luud, but 
owing to successive Legislatures failing to m ake 
the necessary provisions for this purpose in the 
tax levies, these bonds cannot now be redeem ed 
unless some provision be m ade, and in conse­ 
quence of the near approach of the date of m a­ 
turity of this indebtedness, prom pt action in the 
m atter is recom m ended. 
The total receipts oi the 8tate for th e thirty- 
sixth and thirty-seventh fiscal years, was 510 - 
839,465 99. The expenditures during these vear’s 
am ounted to 511,213,603 36. Tills shows, practi- 
cally_, the creation of an indebtedness o f $374,­ 
137 87, for the paym ent of which m oneys col­ 
lected lor succeeding fiscal years were diverted 
from tiieir proper channel. 
The total receipts of the State for the thirty 
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exceeded th e am ount expended by 5658,804 49. 
This excess is nom inal only, for the general 
fund in the S 'atc Treasury becam e exha u»ted 
August 23.1888, and since then no w arrant draw n 
on that fund has been pavable. This state of 
affairsshould be rem edied at once and the monev 
raised tor any certain fiscal year should be u.-ed 
in the paym ent of the expenses of the State 
governm ent for th a t year. 
He condem ns the custom of legislative appro­ 
priations w ithout the m eans in sight to m eet 
them : also, the m aking of the tax levy less 
th an the dem ands, by w hich th e State lias to 
g 


lace her credit, and thus pays m ore than it she 
ought for cash. The expenditures for the 
thirty-ninth fiscal year, w hile in excess ot 87,­ 
000,000, he believes to be no more th an equal to 
th e growth of the State. Nearlv half a m illion 
of it was for purchase of bonds for the scliool 
fund and ior redem ption of the sta te funded 
indebtedness. 
The Governor advises the erection of an in ­ 
dependent State Board of Exam iners, as the ex 
oflicio m em bers cannot give the needed tim e 
Irom th eir official dorios. 
1 ne new Board 
should have power to institute a new Jsystem o: 
bookkeeping in ail departm ents oi "m e state. 
He coneem ns the practice of < rearing offices 
and duties and m aking insufficient appropria­ 
tions for m eir discharge. 
Economy is advbed, 
but in a growing State retrenchm ent is seldom 
if ever necessary, and tne cry for it is Oftenest 
demagogy. The cutting off of useless public 
officials i- strongly advised, some o i w hich have 
outlived ih eir usefulness. 
EDUCATIONAL. 
T he State University and higher education 
are highly rer-ommended, and the direct t.x for 
th e Stale University support is indorsed. The 
I D iv ersity has been the recipient 
of large 
benefactions. 
The land on w hich the Lick 
Observatory stands should be conveyer', to m e 
Regents in trust. The p u o lcatto o of Slate 
school text-books is no longer experim ental, but 
a pronounced success, and a grea; drain upon 
th e [reqple has been -stopped. For this work the 
following have been tlie expenditures 
\poro- 
priat ion ot 1885, «170,000. Cost of plant, $57,­ 
917 39 ; directed to be used for com pilation,5x0 - 
000 : for printing, $150,000— which includes cost 
of plant as given above. A ppropriation of 1887, 
for further com pilation and publication, 5180,- 
000-—J15.ÜÜ0 ol which was for com pilation, o f 
the com pilation fund—$35,000—to July 1, 1888,

Cost of com pilation and plates, belt g dislrib- 
uted over rig h t years, the State will receive 
back the entire cost, and in tw elve years the 
cost of the plant. 
Many educators advise as the n ex t step the 
furnishing of books free. The Normal Schools 
are in a nourishing condition, and the dem and 
for trained teachers is rapidly increasing. 
STATE PRISONS. 
The appropriations for $160,1X10 additional jute 
m achinery and 5)0,000 for enlargem ent of the 
jute m ill at sau Q uentin were not applied, the 
sim pler business plan o f working eight-hour re­ 
lays of prisoners being adopted. 
The experi­ 
m ent was successful am i the output doubled. 
Needed im provem ents a t Ban Q uentin should be 
carried out, the grounds and buildrt-gs r o t be­ 
ing sightly nor a State credit. 
At Folsom, bo anvired the Directors to m eet 
the Natomu W ater Company, harm onize ail 
differences concerning the contract for land, 
dam and canal, and to proceed w ith the con 
stm ction of this great work and the utilization 
of the great w ater power. 
T his was done, 
the labor of 800 prisoners utilized, and such 
progress m ade that it is believed this year will 
com plete the work, and a power furnished long 
needed 
in 
tbis 
part 
ol 
the 
State, 
and justify the introduction 
of 
profitable 
Industries and convert the prison tract into a 
m odel farm, vineyard and orchard. 
Younger 
prisoners could be traiucd in em ploym ent th at 
w ill be of use to them w hen released, and lic- 
sides trades, instructed in ¡arm ing and garden­ 
ing. 
This prison should be supplem ented by a re- 
form a'ory far juvenile offenders, and the separa 
tion of tyros in crim e from hardened crim ina s. 
All these should be taught useful trades that 
they m ay become wage canters instead of law ­ 
breakers. for labor is the corrective for m is­ 
chievous tendencies. 
in the exercise of th e pardoning power ho 
has felt it alm ost too overpowcriug to sustain, 
but he has endeavored to discharge it w ith 
equal and exact justice. 
He has a-ked attor­ 
neys not to appear before him in these m atters, 
out of no disrespect for them , but to save the 
sorrowful and unfortunate from the sacrifice of ¡ 
paying fees. 
INSANE ASYLURS. 
The growth of the State dem ands further ac- j 
cem m odalions for the cure of the insane. To I 
continue the present crowded condition of the : 
asylum s would be alm ost crim inal. Two more ¡ 
asylum s should be erected at o nce—one in th e 1 
north part of ib e State and one in the south, i 
As it would take five year* to com plete them , it j 
Is not too eaily to tiegin now. 
The asylum at Stockton is pressed by lack of | 
m eans. There is absolutely need here for ex- i 
tensive im provem ents, m any ot the structures I 
becom ing unserviceable. 
Specific urgent sani- I 
tary needs in this c nuection are pointed out in * 
detail, and especially the need ot appropria- 1 
tions to give the insaue useful em ploym ent -ini i 
daily occupation. 
For support of tilia asylum t 
5160,009 will be needed during the next two 
yes rs. 
The a'ylum at Napa is a'so crowded. Two 
infirm aries are here m uch needed, and w ill cost j 
525.000. The asylum has suffered from finan- ! 
cial deficiency, not chargeable to its adm luis- 
trntion. 
The Asylum for the Chronic Insane is now iu i 
u«c. An appropriation is needed to construct au 
ex-cutive building and one section of the north 
wing. 
There should be erected at San Q uentin au 
asylum for th e crim inal insane. To coo fine 
m urderers and assassins in the wards of other 
hospitals is neither just nor hum ane. 
DEAF AND DUMB—THE BU ND . 
The Legislature is referred to th e reports of 
Directors of these institutions, r.nd favorable 


action in appropriating th e necessary funds for 
th eir proper m aintenance i» urged. Receipts 
for the past two years was $94 751 98. The ex ­ 
penditures were 592,275 31. 1 he Home for the 
A dult Blind is now superintended by a blind 
m an, and could not have been m ade successful 
perhaps, w ithout this step. The em ploym ent of 
th e inm ates is to be extended. 


THE HOME FOR FEEBLE MINDED CHILDREN 
Is badly located in Santa Clara countv, and the 
location m ust be changed. It w ill not answ er 
the need3 of the Home nor w arrant further ex ­ 
penditure npon it. It has but fiftv acres, and is 
w ithin the town of Santa Clara, and therefore 
encroached upon. The w ater supply is lim ited, 
and th e sewerage and drainage bad. The build­ 
ings are tram e, tem porary, unbecom ing and 
overcrowded. The tim e has arrived to erect 
perm auent buildings, enlarge the whole plant 
and properly equip the institution. It is a dis­ 
tressing 
feature, th a t 
the 
lasane 
Asylum, 
county alm s-houses and infirm aries still retaiu 
th e feeble-m inded to the exclusion of those for 
w hich they were created. We should provide 
at once for the accom m odation of at least 500 
persons in the new institution, 
it now has 108 
inm ates. There are 160 applications on file, and 
from 50 to 60 pending. Tne present site should 
be disposed of and a new one selected, of not 
less than 300 acres, suitable, in the light ol ex ­ 
perience of half a century of kindred institu­ 
tions, for the needs of this one. 
STATE MINING BUREAU. 
The State M ineralogist should be given funds 
sufficient to continue the geological survey 
w here the old survey left off. Gold m ining 
should be encouraged. MaDy valuable deposits 
ol precious m etals have been m ade known 
through the efforts o f the M ining Bureau, 
w hich is an im portant institution. Its collec­ 
tion will stand com parson w ith any other in the 
United States. The policy of a special appro­ 
priation to enable th e Bureau to m ake au exhi 
bition of our m ineral w ealth at the Baris Expo­ 
sition is advised. 


YOSEMITK VALLEY AND BIG TREES. 
The grant of this property was m ade by Con­ 
gress nearly twenty-five years ago. The direc­ 
tion of its adm inistration by the several Boards 
for tw enty-tw o years past is com m ended. It 
to st the State nearly 5100,000 at the start to get 
rid of antagonistic claim s and claim ants. The 
Boards had to build roads and bridges and 
otherw ise act as th eir judgm ent dictated for the 
t-est intexes’s o f th e M ate iu the discharge of 
the trust, and the State has been a great gainer 
notw ithstanding the anim adversions ot those 
who have not had officio^knowledge of, nor 
specific interest in the work perform ed ; or 
those who have fallen u n d er the censure of the 
Board. The Go»ernor holds that the whole his­ 
tory of th e adm inistration of the various Boards 
redouuds to th eir honor and w bdom , and ad­ 
vises an appropriation of 520,000 for the valley 
and *5,000 tor the M ariposa Grove. He asks as a 
personal fuvor, a thorough investigation of the 
m anagem ent of the valley and grove. 


HARBOR COMMISSIONERS. 
T he work of this Commission is an im portant 
branch of th e M ate G overnm ent. There should 
be extensive im provem ents at th e ferry landing 
at Sau Fraucisvo. The sea-wall lots have been 
brought to otficial grade and th eir value is very 
great. The M ate should retain every inch of 
them , for public use of them will in tim e add 
m aterially to the com m ercial greatness of Sau 
Francisco. 
Nothing should be done about th at m agnifi­ 
cent harbor to ham per the m etropolis of the 
Coast. 
W hen car and ship, by a belt line, arc- 
brought together. these lot» w ill be of incalcula­ 
ble value lor term inal facilities. 
There should 
be no long leases of them . 
The Commissioners 
should have broader power and authority to use 
the lots lor com m ercial purposes as they see fit, 
and to derive a revenue. 
They should have 
power to erect creosote works lor preservation 
of the w hart pilings. 


SEVERAL COMMISSIONS. 
Reports ot the Bunk Commissioners, Railroad 
Commissioners Insurance Commissioner, and oi 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, are subm itted 
w ithout recom m endation. 
FISH INDUSTRIFS. 
More efficient m eans m ust be em ployed to 
protect the salm on, or we w ill lose this im ­ 
portant food fish. The sea lions, w hich destrov 
tin m so m uch should be in turn destroyed and 
a price pui upon th eir heads. The Commis­ 
sioners’ steam launch should be sold, as it is 
useless for the purposes of the Commission. 
The State hatchcrv on H at creek is unsuited 
for the uses for w hich it was created. Nothing 
more should be appropriated th an is necessary 
for ils m aintenance, but two or three buildings 
at more suitable places should Ire erected. The 
patrol service of the Fish Commissioners should 
be increased. On the strength of the experi­ 
ence ol the I nited M ates hatchery on the Mc­ 
Cloud river, the Governor advises that it be 
m ade a m isdem eanor to take, buy or sell, or 
have in possession, fresh salm on between the 
1st of August and the 15th ot September. The 
use o ’ tlie Chinese bag-net and Chinese sturgeon 
lines should be m ade a m isdem eanor; nuil saw-- 
dust should be placed in the list of substances 
deleterious to fish. Cost in expenses of trials 
of persons charged w ith violating the fish laws 
a rt now charged to *re State. This law should 
be repealed, as the State cannot protect uself 
under it from im position and fraud. Under it 
the Cousiabulary of a county could draw all 
th eir salaries from the Mate treasury, and sub­ 
sequent Legislature* m ight follow up the e x ­ 
am ple and suddle upon the State the expense of 
the c uuty governm ents. 
'Jhere are several special Commissions th a t 
ought to tie abolished, and it is udvised that 
they be sw itched out. 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 
The state of the public health has been satis­ 
factory. The rm nll-pox epidem ics were checked 
by efficient m easures adopted by the State 
Board of H ealthy The m andatory jiowers of tire 
Board should be increased and its appropriation 
enlarged. The correspondence relations of the 
Board are such th a t we are now tim ely fore­ 
w arned of the approach of infectious diseases 
and contagions. 
The ¡aw should be im proved so as to secure 
accuracy in g athering statistics of births, m arri­ 
ages and deal b s. 
The State Analyst should be enabled to have 
the m iueral spring w aters of California an a­ 
lyzed, in the beliel that a dem onstration of their 
qualities will bring a larger im m igration of 
ihosew ho sjieml th eir m oney iu foreign coun­ 
tries, iu search of health. 
The af propriation to prevent the introduction 
of contagious diseases should be continued. 
An infectious disease prevails am ong onr 
cattle, and th e office of V eterinarian should 
lie created in the interest o f cattle industries and 
the protection oi tood supplies. 
1 lie m em bers of th e State Board ol Health 
should be paid a per diem w hen engaged in the 
work o f the Board. The State has no right to 
the services of these m eu w ithout just com pen­ 
sation. 
The Federal Governm ent asks State co-opera­ 
tion in ils efforts to suppress contagious diseases 
am ong live stock. It snould have it. The Leg­ 
islature should im m ediately 
pass 
stringent 
q uarantine laws, regulating the im portation of 
liv esto ck , ami for the appointm ent of a State 
Agent, a practical veteriuarv, to exam ine into 
the causes ot m orla.ity am ong the live stock iu 
the State. 
STATISTICS OF STATE OFFICES. 
State economy is com m endable, but it m ay bo 
so stretched as to effect the structure of State 
G overnm ent. State affairs should be adm inis­ 
tered upon a business basis that calls lor thor­ 
ough 
intelligence 
and com petency. 
These 
should be paid w liat they are w orth, as a busi­ 
ness m an does for the assistance th at leads to 
success. The Governor says it is his honest be­ 
lief th at there is not a State officer in California 
who Ls paid a salary com m ensurate w ith the 
labor and duties of his position. No com m unity 
should expect the citizen to labor for it without 
full paym ent. Certain offices are necessary to 
the m aintenance of the Governm ent. They 
can 
only 
be 
filled 
by 
the 
sanction 
of 
the people, whose 
indorsem ent should 
not place officials in the 
catagory of 
de­ 
fendants. 
He cites instances of notable inade­ 
quacy of salary, and especially those of m em ­ 
bers of the Suprem e Court and Superior Judges. 
A g n a t S ta te c a n n o t a ffo rd to g o in to th e o p e n 
m a r k e t to p ro c u re th e c h e a p e s t fo r s u c h jxisi- 
tiODs.

The schoois iu the State 
are 4,602: pupils attendii g, 207t(«50: annual ex­ 
pense to the State, over $1,000.900; the new 
school districts formed during l-S^sare 102. The 
Governor advises th a t th e law relative to com ­ 
pulsory education be eufoieed and not rem ain 
a dead letter. 
THE STATE LIBRARY. 
E xtended rem ark is indulged in concerning 
the irregularities charged as existing in thecou- 
duct of the K ate Library and the Librarian, 
ln e Gov rnor m ade an investigation aud pro­ 
nounces th at tne result was disgraceful to those 
under inquiry aud disgraceful to the State, but 
he could take b o further action because the 
I resident ol the Board of Trustees would not 
vote to rem ove the Librarian. 
A ttention is called to the fact th at there are 
five Trustees, who elect the L ibrarian, and. 
as the Governor charges, then wash their hands 
of all further responsibility iu the m atter. The 
K ate expends about $87,HW a year for support ot 
the Library. This does not appear to be a factor 
in the case. 
He holds that the law for the elec­ 
tion of the Trustees is unconstitutional, and 
that it is the dutv of th e C hief Executive to ap ­ 
point them . If lie had that power a detelict 
official could be removed and m ade to suffer tor 
m alfeasance. The law now requires only three 
votes of the Board of Trustees to eleit u 'l.in ra- 
riau, but a unanim ous vote is required to oust 
him . The Governor holds th a t as the Govern­ 
m ent is divided into three departm ents—Legis­ 
lative, Executive and Judicial - aud as the Con­ 
stitution prohibits either departm ent Irom exer- 
cbing any of the functions of another, and as 
it is the prerogative of the Executive to “carry 
into effect," and of the Legislature to “enact 
law s," w hen the latter undertakes to give itself 
the power to elect Library Trustees it usurps 
a function of the Executive. 


STATE PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 
The Governor advises that certain chaDges be 
m ade in the State Brinting building, and that 
these are necessary im m ediately, in order that 
protection may be afforded to th e lives cf the 
em ployes and for the preservation of th estru c 
ture. He also advises the erection of au addi­ 
tion to the building to m eet the increasing re­ 
quirem ents of the departm ent. He concurs w ith 
the Superintendent of Stale Brinting in the 
statem ent that the organization of his office is 
o f the very best description, and a credit to the 
State in every departm ent. 


THE SURVEYOR-GENERAL—STATE LANDS. 
The work in this depRrtm ent is commended- 
and it is advised that another clerk be allowed 
to it. 
The productive area is 79,000,000 acres, includ­ 
ing arable, grazing, desert land w h ith m aybe 
irrigated, and swam p and overflowed lands 
w hich muy be reclaim ed 
Of the rem ainder, it 
is estim ated th at 20,000,000 acres consisted of 
rugged am i, for toe most part, heavily timber» d 
m ountains, covered w ith valuable redwood, 
pine, Cedar, spruce and oak tim ber. In 1853 
Congress gave the State for our schools the 16th 
and 36th sections, or indem nity, being oue- 
eighteeuth of the public dom ain in the sta te— 
5,600,000 acres—and 500,000 acres for internal im ­ 
provem ents. 6,400 acres for erection of public 
buildings. 150,000 acres for agriculture and m e­ 
chanic arts, aud all the overflowed and swam p 
public land in the Slate. 
Under the law of 1858, counties could dispose 
o f ti.e si'luol lands for not less th at $2 per acre 
in tracts of 160 acres. Settlers could buy at $2 50 
per acre. 
By Act of 1863, the price of the unsold 
portion of school lands was (lied at $1 25 per 
acre in tracts or 3.0 acres without settlem ent. 
By Act of 1808 the provisions of the last Act were 
retained and it wus provided th at the Univer­ 
sity lands (the 161,100 acres donation) couid be 
disposed ot ny the Board of Regents as thev 
should decide. 
The new Constitution (January 
1, 1880,1 provided that cnltivatable lands of the 
stare should be grained to actual settlers only, 
in 320-acre tracts, under conditions to be fixed 
by law. 
Iu April, 1880, the Legislature provided 
th at school and Indem nity lands be so a to 
actual settlers only, at the m inim um price of 
81 26 per acre 
By Act of M arch, 1885. the rem aining school 
lauds were opened to private cut y at $1 25 per 
acre in tracts of 610 acres. It was a bad law and 
in the interest of speculators who treat au affi­ 
davit as a m ere form. 
Tne fees for filing were reduced one-half bv 
increasing the quantity of land that each could 
apply lor, and every guard against waste of the 
school laud grant was throw n down. Since its 
enactm ent the school and lieu lands have been 
rapidly transferred out of State ow nership and 
arc being crowded upon the m arket in disre­ 
gard of the funds for w hich tlicv were dedi­ 
cated. An exam ination of the tables iu the re­ 
port of the Surveyor-General show that for two 
years ending August 1, 1888, applications were 
received and tiled lor 3,163,863 acres ot school 
lands, or 
nearly six tim es 
the num ber of 
acres applied for the two preceding years, and 
over eleven tim es the num ber o f acres applied 
for the two years ending August 1, ]8M. During 
the same tim e 487.523 acres of sebool lands were 
sold, and during the six years ending August 1. 
1888, 918,336 act es of school lands were su'd aud 
certificates of purchase Issued at $1 25 per 
acre. 
As the State Surveyor-General so felicitously 
rem arks : " The aige increase of fees received 
shows conclusively th at never before in the 
history ol this office has such an unprecedented 
am ount ot business been transacted.” 
It is im portant in the interests of our public 
school funds that we realize the greatest returns 
from the sales of our lands, rather than from 
fees paid ior the great num ber ot applications 
filed, nearly six-sevenths of w hich are ab an ­ 
doned, forfeited, or expire by lim itation. 
The possibilities of this m unificent grant have 
not been realized, and tne school revenues have 
been ruinously reduced to (he extent of m illions 
of money. 
W hile California has been selling her school 
lands at 51 25, Michigan has realized $5; In- 
d ian iaan d llliuoisS4. Ohio $5 50; Colorado from 
$t to $50; Nebraska $7. and upw ard; Minne­ 
sota 85 
as 
the 
m inim um , and a m illion 
acres at ffi: 
and 
Kansas received 
S3 per 
acre as the m inim um . We should am end the 
law to secure a price 
for 
the 
rem aining 
lands com m ensurate w ith 
tbclr value and 
of the purposes of th eir donation. 
U nder a re­ 
cent Act ot Conxiess, we will be allowed to 
select about 100,' 00 acres in lieu of m ineral 
lands, and these should not lie sacrificed. 
To July 1,1884, we had selected i,875,125 acres 
under the svam n and overflowed grant 
To August 1 ,1888, there had been listed to us 
1,748,726 acres. Under this grant the Mate has 
received no revenue from sales, and it lias been 
a bill of exjiecse to us, and the donation has 
been the cause of w ider spread spoliation and 
plunder. 
Certain lands have Seen selected by the Fed­ 
eral Governm ent for ils uses, of which we m ist 
cede jurisdiction. 
A general law to cover all 
cases ot this kind, in future, is advisable. 
A g o v e r n o r ' s m a n s io n . 
The State should erect a res deiKe for the 
Governor. 
Most of the State» of the Union have 
done so. 
11 is essential I hat the Chief Executive 
may m aintain the dignity of his office w ithout 
im poverishing him self in the process. 
THE STATE ENGINEER. 
The special report of the State Engineer is 
subm itted. Three volum es of the report of his 
work are com pleted; th e third aw aits an appro 
priaiion for lis publication. The Governor be­ 
lieves the work of this official has been well 
done, and for the best interest of the State. 
IRRIGATION. 
The work of irrigation should be fostered. 
In 
some parts of the sta te it is alm ost a necessity. 
The law tor irrigation districts was passed two- 
years ago, and w ork has been com m enced un­ 
der it, but only one or two districts have beeu 
able to place th eir bonds, investors foaring dif­ 
ficulty in the collection of interest and in fore­ 
closure to effect final collection. The Governor 
thinks th at it m ay b e necessary for the State 
to become sponsor for the districts to the extent 
oi assum ing th eir proper m anagem ent, aad th e 
judicious expenditure ot the money, in order 
to give investors confidence. Id th e form ation 
of districts lie condem ns the power given to a 
m ajority of dry-land ow ners to vote in a m inor­ 
ity ot m olst-laiul owners. 
"in no other country is perm itted the diversion 
of stream s w ithout some State supervision. 
There should be some safegsai d erected here. 


AGRICULTURE. 
The earnest attention o t the lafgb-lature is in ­ 
vited to the subject of Ibe agriculture of the 
M ate, and a sketch ot th e developm ent of agri­ 
culture iu California follow s: In thirty years 
the farm s have iucrew ed irom 872 to 35,934, and 
th eir value from a few thousands to over 8262,- 
(«I ( 00. The population from 92,597 to 864,69 i iu 
1880. Of th at r.um ber only 35,934 were farm 
owners, aud the. total people engaged in agri­ 
culture was 79,396. The satisfactory increase of 
our rural population can only be m ade by am 
increase of land-holding, and by binding th e 
people to ’.he soil by ownership. Our average 


o f land holdings in California i» as high as 300 
acres. Of leas th an 36,Wti farm s there are more 
than 2.500 th at have m ore th an 1.000 acres each 
tcv en p ercen t, of our farms, thtrefore. c m ain 
more th an 1.000 acres. The percentage of our 
farm s am ounting from 5 0 0 l.iXX) acres in ex ­ 
tent is also incom parably higher than iu anv 
other .State. 
On the other hand, the relation w hich the 
num ber of our sm all fat m s bear to the whole 
num ber ol land holdings is less than in ether 
S tatos. 
HORTICULTURE. 
T he advance in horticulture is referred to, 
and inquiry is suggested w hether the laws relat­ 
ing to the prevention aud extirpation of insect 
pests can be supplem ented, iu order thut th e v 
m ay be m ade m ore effective. 
A" diversified trade can be based only on a 
system of varied m anufactures and oa diversi­ 
fied and extended cultivation of the soil. 
The production of staple textile plants would 
build up great industries, w hich would give em ­ 
ploym ent to large num bers of people, build 
hom es aud retain large sum s of money in the 
State. The production of sugar is m aking rapid 
and sure progress. 
As th» se branches of agriculture, as well as 
horticulture and viticulture, require m ore skill 
aud technical knowledge than ordinary tillage, 
it m ay be proper to consider w hether the ele­ 
m entary principles pertaiuing theieto may not 
be taught'w U h profit in our schools, attended 
by those who are to engage in these occupations. 
The experience of th e past has fully dem on­ 
strated th at the annual Mate and District Fairs, 
w here the products of the fields, mills, forges 
and forests are exhibited, have been productive 
of great good, aud he com m ends these ecate 
institutions to legislative 
consideration and 
care, th a t it m ay adopt sucli m eans as will en ­ 
large 
aud extend tn eir fields of usefulness. 
T he appropriations ior their support should be 
so am ple as to enable them to oiler liberal pre­ 
m ium s for the introduction of now and tie tier 
food and forage plants, and for the best individ­ 
ual and county exhibit from the fields, factories, 
orchards and vineyards. 


STATE WEATHER SERVICE AND CROC STATISTICS. 
The Governor indorses the recom m endations 
of tne Mate Board of Agriculture, m ade in their 
rep»irt of 1SS7. 
tor establishm ent 
of Mate 
W eather Service, and for crop statistics com pi­ 
lation. it can be done at sm all cost. Twenty- 
five States of the Union already have sueh 
service. 
THE NATIONAL GUARD 
Should be m aintained as a m atter of highest 
im portance, am i liberally encouraged. 
Tons 
State should not be behind her sisters in this 
respect, but be a model for other States to lol- 
low. Ten new com panies have been oigauized 
as authorized by law, but no money was a l­ 
lowed them . The m em bers advanced the neces­ 
sary funds. 1 hey should be treated as liberally 
as the old com panies. 
A nnual encam pm ents are advised, and re­ 
vision of the records of California Volunteers. 
VETERANS' HOME. 
There are 247 m em bers on the roll of the Vet­ 
erans’ Home at Yountville. The financial cou- 
diti in of tlie Home is set forth. Reference is 
also m ade to the buildiug of the Branch Veter­ 
ans’ Home by tbe G eneral Governm ent at Santa 
Monica. 
When com pleted, the veterans in the 
Home at Yountville can be adm itted, and the 
latter Home w ill no longer need State aid. 
U nder Act ot Congress of August, 188s, a State- 
Home for disabled soldiers aud sailors m ay lie 
founded, and the Federal Governm ent w ill pay 
*100 for each inm ate per annum for th eir sup­ 
port. Now, if the Veterans’ Home Association 
will transfer to the State th e title to the lands 
aud im provem ents thereon at Yountville. for 
the purpose of establishing a State Home the 
State should accept tlie san.e ; and the appoint­ 
m ent of Directors be provided for, and th at the 
necessary provision be m ade for tbe proper con 
duct am i m anagem ent of such Hume as the 
wisdom of the Legislature m ay deem best. 
There m ay be m any ex-soldiers, who, by reason 
of some technicality, m ight not be adm itted to 
the Natioual Home, who richly deserve support 
in th eir disability and old age. Ami there m ay 
alEO be m any who would preler, because of dis­ 
ease or other consideration, to live in the Napa 
valley rather th an iu the southern part of the 
State. 
CAPTAIN MULLAN. 
The Governor recites the law am i Acts aud ap­ 
pointm ents under which Captain M ullan acted 
tor the State, a t W ashington, iu prom oting her 
claim s against the Pederal Governm ent, and 
also his revocation oi Captain M ultan's appoint­ 
m ent. 
He recites th a t Captain M ullan has 
already received $7,735 30 as c.-m peusation for 
service iu the “ Direct Tax Claim .'' 
No Execu­ 
tive otllcr. he says, was qualified to appoint 
Captain M ullan, and all such appointm ents 
were illegal. 
Concurrent resoluiions of the 
State Legislature of March. 1883, an d March, 
1885, were not wise nor prudent, and tbe large 
sum s attem pted bv them to be dopated to Mul­ 
lan were w ithout constitutional authority. 
THE TRAMPS AND TllE CHINESE. 
The tram p nuisance is recited, and the Legis­ 
lature urged to find some rem edy to wipe it out 
of existence. 
The pcopie are congratulated upon the settle­ 
m ent of the Chinese question by the passage of 
the Exclusion Act. 


VARIOUS MATTERS. 
Governor Wa erm an advises th at train w reck­ 
ing be m ade a capital offense w hen life is sacri­ 
ficed; w hen it is not, that th e crim inals be p u n ­ 
ished by incarceration iu the State Prison. 
The State burial grounds need repairs and a 
m onum ent should be erected for th e brave and 
generous men who gave their lives to the State 
and are there buried. 
Reference is m ade to the progress of the work 
of erecting the M arshall m onum ent. 
It is recom m ended th at Admission Day be 
m ade a legal holiday. 
The Governor in vigorous language condem ns 
th e proposition for división ot the state. “There 
is and can be but one California.” 
A fire aud burglar proof vault is ne»-essary at 
the Capitol for the preservation of th e State’s 
archives, and the custody o f those not in daily 
us°. 
Referring to State aid for charitable institu- 
tiors, he says th at in the 39th fiscal year, we 
gave for the support of orphans aud aged indi­ 
gent.» $401.093 99, and for the two succeeding 
years 8775,000 will be needed under the present 
system. This large am ount is paid upon ilem and 
and the State has no voice in its disbursem ent. 
This is all wrong. 
Not one cent should be paid 
by the Mate to any institution except under 
Srate cognizance of tbe iue to which it is put. 
REGISTRATION AND ELECTION LAWS. 
There is need for change in the registration 
and election laws. “ A iair ballot and an honest 
count ” underlie the very existence of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. No subject calls tor m ore careful con­ 
sideration by the 1 egislature. There should be 
some m eans provided for speedy m ethod for de­ 
term ining contests ior all .state officers. Tbe 
Secretary of State at present is ih eo n ly one who 
com putes the returns am i reports them to the 
Governor. There should be a State Board of 
Canvassers to openly canvass the returns ia the 
presence ol representatives of th e political par­ 
ties. There should be m eans for recount of 
votes for Representatives in Congress aud for 
m em bers of the Lezislature, atid thus iu m a"v 
cases th e expense and tedious work of tak ng 
testim ony avoided. Time aud m anner of regis­ 
tration should lie clearly settled and m ade as 
uniform as nearly as possible iu all the interior 
counties, to the end th at the uam cs of the dead 
and removed m ay not be retained on the register 
and a door to traud thus kept open 
Tlie Governor denounces as sham eful the 
m anner in which election officers arc appointed, 
especially in Sau Francisco: m en being desig­ 
nated frequently to register in precincts, to re­ 
ceive and tally the votes, aud m ake up as they 
jilease election returns, who would not scruple 
to resort to all that is vile iu hum an nature to 
rob the respectable citizen of his b u th rig h t, 
either tor a paltry rew ard of place or fo ra con­ 
sideration to advance the interests of some 
schem ing and debased politician. 
The law s should be so strengthened as to 
com pel, under heavy penalties, the appointing 
power to nam e a class of taxpayers as election 
officers, who can be com pelled to discharge so 
high a trust and will not feel th at the task is- 
oneronsor burdensom e. Bolling places should 
tie selected in light and airy rooms, in as re­ 
spectable localities as it is possible to secure, 
aud where the ballots can be received and 
counted in the presence and full view of ac­ 
credited representatives of ail par ies : whore 
the caller of the ticket eau be seen, and if nec­ 
essary closely w atched, as ho reads oft' tho 
nam es, and w here the clerks who tally can lie 
s»»n doing their work, honestly and "fairly to 
all. 
Most ot all,, adopt m easures for a prom pt and 
speedy canvass ot the vote. It should be plain, 
sim ple and correct. 
No delays should be per­ 
m itted of w aiting from two days to a week to 
know th e result of any election, eith er national, 
State or m unicipal. 1 tie experience of other 
States has clearly dem onstrated th at the vote ol 
any city can be ascertained w ithin a few hours- 
aiier the close of the polls.

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STATE AID TO EXPOSITIONS. 


As nearly as can be ascertained, the 
State of California in the last twenty years 
ha> appropriated from its treasury ?450,000 
to secure annual exhibitions of its pro- 
du< I», , nd to secure an exhibition of the 
same ...th e AVorld’s hair held in New Or­ 
leans .n 1885. This statement is derived 
from the Controller s books as nearly as 
coula lie, but there apjarars to he a break 
between the years 1873 and 187S for the 
State 
Agricultural Society. 
In 1874, 
flo.OOO was appropriated for the construc­ 
tion of agrand stand. 
In 1876, $16,141 89 
wn- appropriated for the same purpose, but 
the appropriations for the support of the 
Society are not mentioned in the items ob­ 
tained. Assuming that the years 1873 and 
18.8, a period of five years, received the 
average for the support of the State aud 
T> strict Societies, the sum will reach 
no o iy $550,000, but if the average for the 
lust few years only is to be taken into ac- 
co at, the same period to come wiil show 
appropriations exceeding $ 1,000,000; for 
in- taoce, for the two years ending June, 
I'.O , the State appropriated $8,000; for 
the two years ending June, 1872, $6,000; 
fo: the years 1870-1871, $10,000; the Dis- 
tri t Societies received $38,000 for 1872 
atv. 1873, while for the year ending June 
3(\ 1881, they received $13,700. 
Now let 
It- -ee how the amounts have increased. 
T: 
Slate Society received for the two 
y< r- ending June, 1887, $30,000; for the 
tv 
years ending June, 1889, $3-5,000 ; the 
ll-'.ric t Societies received for the same 
periods, that is,

These figures 
ac regate to the State and District Socie­ 
ty $177,100 for the four years, or an aver- 
a, 
,f $44,275 a year. Thus, looking for- 
w.:.d to a period of twenty years, the 
at regate will rea el i $885,500, and at the 
ei 
' that time there will be no man with 
ti. hardihood to say that the money has 
not been well expended. 
As already 
noted, for the two years ending June, 1870, 
the Legislature appropriated from the 
State Treasury the meager sum of $8,000 
to - cure two annual exhibitions of the 
pr . ' nets of this State, and yet there were 
those to say at the time that the appropri­ 
ation of $8,000 was an extravagance. For 
tlu t-.vo years ending June, 1889, the State 
expended from the Treasury $103,800 to 
Bee'ire annual State and district exhibi­ 
t s : s, or mere than twelve times the 
amount it was willing to give in 1870. 
There are two reasons for th is: first, the 
pin lie have become convinced of the 
economy of the expenditures, and next, by 
reason of the former expenditures, the 
State was better able to give. 
In fact, the 
Sta'.c Agricultural Society and the District 
S<' eties have returned to the Treasury of 
the State $10 for every dollar they have 
taken out, and they will continue to make 
this return. 
It follows, then, that the ap­ 
propriation of $103,800 for the two years 
pr ' ding 1889 was more wise aud econom­ 
ic:.! than the expenditure of $8,000 for 
the two years preceding 1870.

Yet the State will he richer by these ap­ 
propriations and poorer by withholding 
them. 
In like manner an appropriation of 
$■■ 000, $100,000, or any other reasonable 
or requisite sum for a London Exhibition 
v i : enrich rather than inqioverish the 
Treasury. J lie success or failure of such 
an appropriation by the Legislature is not 
a m a tte r of private concern to the K e c o r d - 
L nion, hut its success or failure will meas­ 


u r e the intelligence or the want of in­ 
to!'menee of the Legislature and the E x­ 
ecutive who deal with the subject.

Keadino (Pa.), January 9th.—This was the 
saddest night in the history of Reading. A 
death-like pall hangs upon the city as the re 
suit of the most hot rible disaster in its history. 
A hundred households are in mourning as the 
result of one of the greatest calamities known in 
Pennsylvania. A cyclone swept over the north­ 
ern section of the city this afternoon, and laid 
waste everything within its reach, and with a 
terrible loss of life. The lives that have been 
sacrificed and the number that have been in­ 
jured can only be estimated. The most reliable 
computation at 10 o’clock tonight is that not 
less- than sixty persons have been killed out 
right, aud one hundred injured. How this ter­ 
rible calamity occurred is as follows: 
It was raining very hard all the morning. 
Toward noon it ceased almost entirely, and by 
11 o’clock ihere was every indication of an en 
tire cessation of the rain-storm. Half an hour 
afterwards the bright sun made every effort to 
penetrate the clouds. Tints of rainbow were 
seen iu the ea.-te.-n sky and ther£ was a clear 
sky overhead. 
This continued for half an hour 
longer and the scene changed with a sudden 
ness that was appalling. The fleecy clouds gave 
way to 


OMIN'Ol’S SIGNS OF A COMING STORM. 
Dark, heavy banks of clouds marshaled them ­ 
selves toward the town, and soon the gloom 
seemed to have settled over the city. Then 
the wiud whistled, roared and tore iu mad con 
fusion. The storm clouds grew heavier still, and 
louder roared the wind. Iu the western sky the 
storm was seen approaching with a thundering 
noise. The swath it cut was narrow, but its 
effect was terrible. Persons residing along the 
track of the storm say they saw the first signs of 
danger in a funnel-shaped maelstrom of wind 
and debris which seemed to gather up every­ 
thing within its reach and cast it right and left. 
Out in the country, houses aud barns were un­ 
roofed, buildings overturned, crops roo-ed up 
and des traction spread in every direction. 


IT STRIKES TH E CITY. 
The track of the destructive element was not 
more than 200 feet wide, and it is luckv it onry 
touched the suburbs of the city. It came trom 
the west, but passed along the northern border 
oí Reading, First it touched the ML Pennsyl­ 
vania .Stove Worts. 
Here the comer of the 
bunding was -track, and a portion of the root 
was cut off as nicely as if done with a pair of 
scissors. Then the storm-cloud scurried across 
some fields, took off a portion of the roof o fj 
S. Steinberg » Rolling Mill, and a number of 
dwellings were unroofed as readily us if their 
tin roofs were of paper. 
The storm then hurried across the property of 
the Reading Railroad Company and crossed the 
railioad. Here a pa- senzer car was standing 
This was overturned asquickly as if it had been 
a toy, and its splinters scattered iu every direc­ 
tion. Meanwhile the rain poured dowii m tor­ 
rents. 
1 he atmosphere became heavy and op­ 
pressive, and it was aimost as dark as night. 
RAILROAD .-HOI'S DEMOLISHED. 
Directly on one side of the track of the Read­ 
ing Rail:oaii was situated the paii t-shop of the 
company. J t was a one-story building about 
6 1x150 teet in size, and held about

workmen, end then their voices were hushed 
forever.

awtul calamity which accompanied it 
In the 
meantime the fire department was called out, but 
i.s services tvvn* unavailing. The building and 
cars were cou-umed i t i t t e e ¡ minut s, and 
nothing left but blackened. smoking rains, un­ 
der which lay four human M ugs burned to a 
e:i>p.

It was rumored that several others had been

While this was all going on the storm was 
traveling forward

NEARLY 
TWO 
HUNDRED HUMAN

DOWN IN TH E t w i n . WRECK. 
The walls gave way. aud the floors fell down 
one on tip o ! the other, aud carried their great 
mass of human beings to the bottom. Toe 
bricks were piled up iu the greatest eoufua.on, 
wntle amid the hurricane and the «lústling, 
roaring wiuds, terrible cries for succor were 
sent up to heaven. It was a moment iba! tri-si 
men s souls 
Almost simu taneously with the 
fail of too bu.ldiug o-nie the awful cries for re­ 
lief. Girls with blackened /aces, bruised aud 
broken i mbs. their clolhmg tattered and turn, 
dragged themselves fo ra the ruins, so. prob­ 
ably, 75 or 10J esaped or were dragged out by 
their friends. These, of course, worked on the 
upper floors, and were thrown near the top of 
the debris. At son e places the bricks were

TH E SCENE W AS A HARROW ING ONE, 
And beggars description.

five bodies of young girls lying close together. 
He tried to pull them out, but they were pinned 
down, and it was impossible to get them out. 
They were dead and beyond all human aid. 
Op to 10:31 to-night probably the bodies of a 
doz.-n dead have been tak u out, while the 
greater pon ion of the remainder were still un­ 
der the ruins. The work of rescue will be 
pushed all night, but it may be far into to-mor­ 
row before all tee bodies are taken out. The 
reserves still have the greatest hope that some 
of those inside are still living. 
A llis chaos aud coufusiou around the mill, 
i The managers are missing, and the correct num­ 
: ber is merely guess work. It may not be over 
: 40, and then again, at this hour, there is a Hke- 
i lihood that it will reach 60 or 80. The sawmill 
: was built about four years ago. The builders 
were Reading capitalists, and the cost of the 
i structure was 863,000. The mill was leased to 
¡ Grimshaw Bros., of Paterson, N. J., where they 
also operate similar mills, and they have been 
ruuniDg it ever since. The machinery they put 
• in the mill cost 945,000. This is a total loss. 


TH E RECOVERED DEAD. 
TVhen the Associated Press representative 
visited the scene of tbe wreck st 11 o’clock to­ 
night he found everything iu the greatest con­ 
fusion. At that time about a d07.ea dead bodies 
had been taken out. Among those who are dead 
are the followiug; Henry Crocker, foreman of 
the silk mill, an t married, 23 years old ; head 
crashed in and neck aud arm broken; from 
New London, Conn.; Laura Kershner, Eva 
Leeds, Lillie Grow, Kat'e Bowman. Kate Leas, 
Amelia Cristman, Sophia Winkleman. Ella 
Long, Willie Snyder, >Vm. Robeson, Rebecca 
Pouse, Kate Reidenaver, Rose Clemmer. 
These are all the dead who have been, taken 
out. Clerk Autenbach stated at midnight that 
he believed that fully eighty bodies were iu the 
rains under the three floors. His list of em­ 
ployes is lost, and owing to the confusion iu 
taking out the injured he was unable to furnish 
a list of the killed, but eighty is a conservative 
estimate of those who lost their lives. 


TH E FOREMAN TELLS H IS STORY. 
Augustus E. Rosoup was foreman of the first 
aud second floors of the m i' 1. A reporter inter­ 
viewed him, and his staieinent is ae follows: 
‘•It was about twenty minutes past 5 when 1 
went to the second story to turn ou the electric 
light ;. Alter I had done this I stood looking 
about the floor for ten minutes. Suddenly I 
heard a loud, rushing noise, which 1 thought 
was a cyclone. The building then shook. 1 
was standing in the southern tnd oi the room, 
and before I could look out of a window 
I feit the building sink. Quick as lightning 
the jHirtion of the room that 
I was iu 
went down. 
The girls rushed about me crving 
and screaming aud calling for help. 
They' did 
not realize what was taking place. I cannot de­ 
scribe the scene. It was awful. 
I could not do 
anything, nor think of what I should do. Our 
end of the building went down first, and while 
the floor was siukiug it seemed so me as if the 
girls in the other part ot the room were on *he 
top of a hill. That was the way it impressed 
me. While we were going dow’n I saw other 
portions of the 
floor 
fall. 
Jn 
a minute 
all was over. The screams of the girls were 
heart-rending 
I was knocked down under 
some heavy timbers aud held fast by mv feet. 
I could move every other part of my body, ex­ 
cept my leg. I reach»d down with mv knite 
and cut the shoe off my foot. Iu this' way I 
became loosened and managed to arise. Amid 
the screams of the girls and falling beams aud ’ 
brick, 1 succeeded in escaping. I got out of the 
rums on the east side of the building, bin how 
I don’t kuow 
1 called to the girls as loudly as 
I could. They were ad te rlbly excited. 
I never witnessed anything so awful in my 
life. Many of them heaid me, and worked 
themselves toward me. 
At some places it 
seemed us if the floor was closed us a solid mass, 
and the girls would creep around this, cr.i-vl 
over the machines and cieep on their hands 
and knees until they got to the opening where 
I was. The machines savtd many from being 
crushed to death, as they left spaces between 
the floor and debris to crawl nut. I believe that 
fully ICO persons escaped with me. I remem­ 
ber seeing them run across the commons in dif­ 
ferent dirt ctlous to their homes. 
Between 250 
and 300 operatives were iu the building. 
-Uiout 
4 o’clock I allowed sixteen girls to go home. All 
the floors were in operation. The reoort that 
100 girls went home at 4 o’clock is not true.”

At t‘2o’c!ock 
however, he had not been reached, aud no 
sound could be heard.

Pittsburg. January 9th.—A terrific storm of 
wind aud hail, the worst known lor mauy years, 
swept over the city shortly after noon to-day, 
carrying with it death and destruction. The 
storm formed with a suddenness that was over­ 
whelming, and as the wind, accompanied by 
hail and torrents of rain, swept along the 
streets, pedestrians were hurled before it. aud 
barely escaped being crashed under ti e vehi­ 
cles passing along the thorough tare, suddenly 
in the center cf the city, there was a terrible 
crash, and a few minutes later the central fire- 
alarm sounded a cull from the box on the cor­ 
ner of Iiiamoud and Word streets. Hundreds 
ot people hurried to toe scene, when it was 
found that the cyclone had ciu^lit a new build­ 
ing on Diamond street, owne I by C. L. Willey, 
and hurled it to the earth, covering ud two 
scores of 
MANGLED HUMAN BODIES. 
The building was iu . ourse of erection. It 
was 40x80 feet in dimensions, and was seven 
stories high. 7 he fro. t of the building had not 
yet been put iu, and the wind seemed to enter 
from the open end. The high walls of bricks 
and undriea mortar were parted, one falling 
each way aud partly wrecking nearly a dozen 
surrounding buildings. 
The main force of the crashing buildiug was 
thrown against Welding & Co.’s bookstore- on 
Wood street, and the barbershop of Fred, schu- 
tnacker, at No. 41 Wood street. The rear end of 
Welding’s store was crushed in. and the front 
oi the building was forced out into Wood street. 
The barber shop was complete.}- demolished. 
A leather-store next to the Willey building, oc­ 
cupied by W. H. Thomas, was aiso totally 
wrecked. The rear end ot H. Watt a Co ’s 
booksiore was crushed iu. while some o ‘ the 
tailing structure struck Joseph Rieh ond > 
building, fronting on First Avenue, breaking ¡he 
windows and injuring a number of the . 
pioyes. 
A (sortion of the wall ot a millinerv-store n.-nt 
P> Tnotn.iV place was caved iu and the windows 
and doors in a num berof surrounding b-.i.dings 
were broken.

FORTY MANGLED AND BRUISED BODIES 
Had been taken ¡rom the rains 
some were 
dead, others dyi, g aud many fatally injured. 
From ihe best information ob'abiaule, eight 
were kil ed outright, or dtcd in a sho t time, 
and all the others were injured. It is believed 
the list of dead w ilt be greatly increased before 
morning. 
Ot the eight killed, only two have been identi­ 
fied so far. one was a litt'e girl named Me- 
Gioue, who was walking along tne street with 
her brother when the building fell, and D e two 
were buried in the wreck.

THE SUPERVISORS. 


T h ey V ote S u b sta n tia l A id to th e H o w ­ 
a rd s—A V isit to th e H o sp ita l. 
The County Board o f Supervisors were 
in session yesterday, all the members pres­ 
ent. 
M. J. D illm an presented a petition, ask­ 
ing that he be allow ed a by-road through 
h is iaLd, near Brighton, and offered to 
deed to the county sufficient o f his land 
for that purpose. 
T he petition and offer 
were placed on file. 
On m otion of Supervisor Bates the propo­ 
sition o f Mr. Dillm an was accepted, and 
the deed tor the land turned over to the 
county. 
Reports from Road Overseers Hack, of 
District Xo. 12; Kathan, of No. 4; P lum ­ 
m er, ol No. 8; H anlon, of No. 20, and John 
M iller, oí No. 14, were received and filed. 
A com m ittee from the Howard Benevo­ 
lent Society appeared before the Board, 
and asked that the county allow auce to the 
society of $150 per m onth be increased to 
$3513 per m onth, for the next four m onths. 
This institution was established in 1857, 
and is charitable in the broadest sense of 
th e term. 
Rem arks were made by Richard Dale, P. 
E . Platt, A. S. H opkins and J. C. M edley, 
representing the Society. They gave a brief 
history of what had been accom plished in 
th e past and of their requirements to meet 
present exigencies. 
Supervisors Ross, Greer and Black made 
speeches in favor of granting the request, 
ar.d it was allowed without a dissenting 
vote. 


A T E L E P H O N E TO F B E E P O R T . 
Supervisor Ross presented the follow ing 
resolution, w hich was 
adopted 
unani­ 
m ously ; 
Besotted, T hat P. G. Kheil and D. T. L ufkins 
an d th eir associates be granted the right to erect 
an d m ain tain a telephone line leading from the 
City of Sacram ento along the Freeport and W al­ 
n u t Grove road, an d put up and m aintain poles 
along the sides of said road, so as not to Inter­ 
fere w ith travel along said road. 
One of the bills presented to the Board 
yesterday was that of Daniel Munroe for 
$125, for coyote scalps. 
Accom panying 
the bill were his vouchers, in the shape of 
coyote scalps, w hich were loud-sm elling. 
It was his entire year's catch, his itemized 
bill show ing that he captured som e each 
m onth. 
In tbeafiernoon the entire Board visited 
the County Hospital. 


THOSE COUPONS AGAIN. 


ALYA UDELL.

The report of the 
Bee as to proceedings before the Board of 
Trustees last Monday seems to m e to re­ 
quire som e notice at my bands. 
Mr. Porter 
is reported as saviDg "that it was strange 
Judge Beatty had not accused ex-Treasurer 
Poorm an with having paid about $200,000 
during 1872-3 and 1874, as he had not can­ 
celled the coupons, leaving it to be done by 
Auditor H ickm an, w ho used a star-shaped 
Stamp or punch.” 
I hardly know what Mr. Porter means by 
this language. 
If he means by this that 
Poorman 
paid 
the 
coupons 
that 
fell 
due it; junuary, 1872, January, 1873, and 
January. 1874, anJ failed to stamp the 
same, leaving Hickm an to stamp them, 
then he is entirely m istaken. 
Poorman 
never paid a siDgle coupon of either of 
those years. 
A sm all portion of those 
coupons were paid by Mr. Chamberlain. 
T he reniainder.about three-fonrthsof them, 
were paid by Mr. Porter himself, and any 
suspicion against the Treasurer/or neglect 
to punch would not rest on Mr.*Poorman s 
shoulders, but his own. 
If, on the other band, be means that the 
older coupons which fell due in previous 
years, but were not paid until 1872, 1873 
and i874, were unstamped until Mr. H ick­ 
m an stamped them in 1877, then he proves 
a point that he has been heretofore vehe­ 
m ently denying. 
S me tw o weeks ago he 
brought in his coupon bock to prove that 
ail con pons heretofore paid w eie regularly 
stamped as paid and that it was not worth 
w hile to m ake an order against paying the 
$72.000 c-jiipcna of 1861 because they were 
undoubtedly stamped and could not be 
again presented for payment. 
Yet he sub­ 
sequently admitted that the coupons of 1860, 
part of those of 1861 and 1862 were not suf­ 
ficiently stamped or cancelled until H ick ­ 
man stam pe 1 them in 1877. Now he asserts 
that $200,000 of the coupons (of what par­ 
ticular c.aie I do not know, but not later 
than 1874,) had to be stamped by H ickm an 
in 1877. Again Poorman was not Treasurer 
in 1872. bat only took office in the spring 
o f 1873. During his term o f office not more 
than $00,000 in coupons w eie redeemed. 
Som ebody else m ust have been negligent 
besides Poorman. 
This. I think, settles the proposition that 
in early tim es, before conpon-books were 
purchased, at leas; three of the Treasurers— 
Bird, Poorman and another—(and whether 
that other was Porter or som ebody else 
th is Bee report of his statem ent leaves in 
doubt ■ were 111 the habit of entirely failing 
to caucel, or else so insufficiently cancelled, 
as to m ake Mr. H ickm an deem in neces­ 
sary to buy a new star punch to cancel 
them over again. 
I have been trying to 
prove to the Board ot Trustees that it was 
just as likely us not that those $72,000 of 
1861 conjoins were not cancelled or marked 
paid, and therefore they should take action 
to protect the city agulnst any possible 
claim . 
But Mr. Porter has stepped in to 
offer s'rong 
affirmative proof that they 
were not marked paid. 
I thank him for 
the interest he has taken in the matter and 
the proof ,;be has offered.

H e la A rrested for B ig a m y —W h at 
H a s to Say A b ou t It. 
The Los Angeles and bay papers during 
the past two weeks hare had several item s 
concerning A lva Udell, statiDg that he had 
married two wom en inside of one week at 
Los A ngeles. 
Tuesday Chief Lee received the follow ­ 
ing dispatch; 


L os A n g e i.e s, J a n u a r y 8,1889. 
To Chief Lee, Sacramento: Arrest one A lva 
U d e ll; age 35, m edium hight, sallow com ­ 
plexion, dark hair, side whiskers. You w ill 
find him at th e Capitol trying to pass a bill. 
Charge, bigam y. 
H. 8. C lem ent, Constable. 
Chief Lee wanted more authority, and 
in reply to his telegram the follow ing m es­ 
sage was received : 
Las Angei.es, January 9,1889. 
3b Chief Lee, Sacramento: In the Justice's 
Court, Los Angeles City Townshp, in the county 
of Los Angelas, State of California, Theodore 
Savage, Justice of the Peace. The people ot the 
State of California, to any Sheriff, Constable, 
M arshal or policem an of the county of Los 
Angeles. Inform ation on oath having been this 
day laid before m e ¡by M attie Udell, that th e 
crim e of bigam y had been com m itted aud ac­ 
cusing A lva Udell thereof, you are therefore 
com m anded forthw ith to arrest 
the 
above 
nam ed aud bring him before m e forthw ith at 
m y office, <9 Tem ple Block, in tfie city of Los 
Angeles, or, in case of my absence, or inability 
to act, before the nearest and m ost accessible 
m agistrate in Los Angeles county. Dated at 
Ix» Angeles, 4. P. M., on the 8th day of January, 
A. D. 1889. 
T h eo d o re Savage. 
Justice of the Peace. 
On receipt of the above, officers A rling­ 
ton and Earrell went out and arrested 
Udell and took him to the city prison. 
H e was interviewed at the station house 
by a representative o f the R ecoed-U n io n . 
Mr. Udell and his wife were seated in 
Chief Lee's office and neither seemed in 
the least worried at the situation, saying 
that it was a persecution and would be 
readily cleared up. 
Mr. Udell said : "On 
the 13"th day of July last, a divorce was 
granted in the Superior Court of San Fran­ 
cisco, dissolving the bands of m atrimony 
between m yself and Mrs. Mattie U dell. 
She remained in the city som e tim e and 
went to Los Angeles on the 17th of August. 
About the 23d of October, I went to Los 
Angeles. 
On the 27th o f October she 
avers, that a marriage ceremony took place 
between us, oriu other words, that we were 
married. 1 was carried to my present wife 
six days 
prior 
to that date, or ou the 
21st of October. 
She has since that tim e 
been m aking statem ents to the effect that 
we were married on the 27th of October. 
The truth of the business is that I w ill 
have no trouble in proving an alibi, for ou 
the 27th of October 1 was som e hundreds 
of unles away from the city of Los Angeles. 
I did meet her in Sacramento and she 
asked m e to re-marry her. 
I refused, of 
course, and at the sam e tim e told her I had 
married another lady. 
She then left Los 
Angeles for San Francisco, and I suppostd 
to her former hom e in Solano county, 
where she still continues to assert that* I 
had re-married her. 
On December 2í3th I 
brought a civil suit, a bill in equity, in 
Solano county, to com pel her to ¡come for­ 
ward and show why she claim ed to be m y 
wile, and to present proof of that fact, if 
she bad any. 
I have heard she claim ed to 
have a marriagecertificatesigued by Rev.Dr. 
Cantine. 
I have never seen the document. 
I proposed to compel her to deposit that 
or any other proof she had in Court, so that 
1 could have a chance to defend m yself and 
compel her to quit circulating stories cal­ 
culated to injure me. 
The papers in this 
suit were served on m e in San Francisco 
one week ago. 
I’m arrested 011 a warrant 
sworn to by her in Los Angeles before a 
Justice of the Peace y< sterday. 
I have so 
far endeavored to keep this matter out of 
the public press, and have refused to be in­ 
terviewed by reporters. 
I think a man is 
no man at all who will say ought against 
the veracity or churacter of a woman with 
whom he has lived, and so far I have been 
close-m outhed. 
However, I shall not a l­ 
low this persecution to go too far, and if the 
worst comes to the worst, she w ill be sent 
across the Bay. 
H ere is h alf a dozen 
anonym ous letters which you can inspect. 
Y ou see from them that for weeks I have 
been threatened, and it looks a3 though 
they w ish to drive me out of the State. 
I 
am here and I am here to stay. 
To do 
otherwise would am ount to alm ost an ad­ 
m ission that I am guilty of the crime 
charged. 
I am a land lawyer, have an of­ 
fice in San Francisco, have a good practice, 
and I assure you that what I fiave stated is 
the facts which will be proven at the trial, 
which I am glad is to take place.”

THE SUPERVISORS. 


T h e y V o te S u b s ta n tia l A id to th e H o w ­ 
a r d s —A V isit to th e H o s p ita l. 
The County Board of Supervisors were 
in session yesterday, all the members pres­ 
ent. 
if. J. Dillman presented a petition, ask­ 
ing that he be allowed a by-road through 
his iaLd, near Brighton, and offered to 
deed to the county sufficient of his land 
for that purpose. The petition and offer 
were placed on file. 
On motion of Supervisor Bates the propo­ 
sition of Mr. Dillman was accepted, and 
the df ed tor the land turned over to the 
county. 
Reports from Road Overseers Hack, of 
District No. 12; Kathan, of No. 4; Plum­ 
mer, of No. 8; Hanlon, of No. 20, and John 
Miller, of No. 14, were received and filed. 
A committee from the Howard Benevo­ 
lent Society appeared before the Board, 
and asked that" the county allowance to the 
society of $150 per month be increased to 
$350 per month, for the next four months. 
This institution was established in 1857, 
and is charitable in the broadest sense of 
the term. 
Remarks were made by Richard Dale, P. 
E. Platt, A. S. Hopkins and J. C. Medley, 
representing the Society. They gave a brief 
history of what had been accomplished in 
the pasi and of their requirements to meet 
present exigencies. 
Supervisors Ross. Greer and Black made 
speeches in favor of granting the request, 
and it was allowed without a dissenting 
vote. 
A TELEPHONE TO FREEPORT. 
Supervisor Ross presented the following 
resolution, which was 
adopted 
unani­ 
mously : 
Resolved, That P. G. Rheil and D. T. Lufkins 
and th eir associates be granted the right to erect 
and m aintain a telephone line leading from the 
City of Sacramento along the Freeport and Wal­ 
n u t Grove road, and put up and maintain poles 
along the sides of said road, so as not to Inter­ 
fere with travel along said road. 
One of the bills presented to the Board 
yesterday was that of Daniel Munroe for 
$125, for coyote scalps. 
Accompanying 
the bill were his vouchers, in the shape of 
coyote scalps, which were loud-smelling. 
It was his entire year's catch, his itemized 
bill showing that he captured some each 
month. 
In tbeafternoon the entire Board visited 
the Comity Hospital. 


THOSE COUPONS AGAIN. 


J u d g e p O, B e a tty C orrects Som e M isre- 
pr. 
-u latlon s A b o u t C a n cella tio n . 
Ei». R e c o rd -U n io n : The report of the 
Mee as to proceedings before the Board of 
Trustees last Monday seems to me to re­ 
quire some notice at my bands. Mr. Porter 
is reported as saying “that it was strange 
Judge Beatty had not accused ex-Treasurer 
Doorman with having paid about $200,000 
during 1872-3 and 1874, as he had not can­ 
celled ibe coupons, leaving it to be done bv 
Auditor Hickman, who used a star-shaped 
stamp or punch.” 
I hardly know what Mr. Porter means by 
this language. 
If he means by this that 
Poorman 
paid 
the coupons that fell 
due in January, 1872, January, 1873, and 
January. 1874, and failed to stamp the 
same, leaving Hickman to stamp them, 
then he is entirely mistaken. 
Poorman 
never paid a siDgle coupon of either of 
those years. 
A small portion of those 
coupons were paid by Mr. Chamberlain. 
The remainder.about three-fourths of them, 
were paid by Mr. Porter himself, and any 
suspicion against the Treasurer/or neglect 
to punch would not rest on Mr. Doorman's 
shouiders, but his own. 
If, on the other hand, he means that the 
older conpons which fell due iu previous 
years, but were not paid until 1872, 1873 
and is74, were unstamped until Mr. Hick­ 
man stamped them in 1877. then he proves 
a I'Oint that he has been heretofore vehe­ 
mently denying. 
S me two weeks ago he 
brought in iiis coupon book to prove that 
a!! coupons heretofore paid were regularly 
stamped as paid and that it was not worth 
while to make an order against paying the 
$72.00i.i coupon» of 1S61 because they were 
undoubtedly stamped and could not be 
again presented for payment. 
Yet he sub­ 
sequently admitted that the coupons of 1860, 
part of tbj'-se of 1801 and 1862 were not suf­ 
ficiently slumped or cancelled until Hick­ 
man stampe i them in 1877. Now he asserts 
that $260,000 of the coupon- (of what par­ 
ticular dale I do not know, but not later 
than 1874.) had to be stamped by Hickman 
in 1877. Again Poorman was not Treasurer 
in 1872. bat only took office in the spring 
of 1873. During his term of office not more 
than $00,000 in coupons were redeemed. 
Somebody else must have been negligent 
besides Poorman. 
This. 1 think, settles the proposition that 
in eaiiv times, before conpon-books were 
purchased, at leas; ihreeof the Treasurers— 
Bird, Poorman and another—(and whether 
that other was Porter or somebody else 
this Bee report of his statement leaves in 
doubt: were in the habit of entirely failing 
to cancel, or else so insufficiently cancelled, 
as to make Mr. Hickman deem in neces­ 
sary to nuy a new star punch to cancel 
them over again. I have been trying to 
prove to the Board ot Trustees that it was 
just as lik ely as not that those $72,000 of 
1 S6L co’ijions were not cancelled or marked 
paid, ana therefore they should take action 
to protect the city against any possible 
claim. But Mr. Porter has stepped in to 
otter s'rong affirmative proof that they 
were not marked paid. I thank him for 
the interest he has taken in the matter and 
the proof ¿he has offered.

Mr. Udell and his wife were seated in 
Chief Lee’s office and neither seemed in 
the least worried at the situation, saying 
that it was a persecution and would be 
readily cleared up. 
Mr. Udell said : "On 
the 13’th day of July last, a divorce was 
grauted in the Superior Court of San Fran­ 
cisco, dissolving the bands of matrimony 
between myself and Mrs. Mattie UdelL 
She remained in the city some time and 
went to Los Angeles on the 17th of August. 
About the 23d of October, I went to Los 
Angeles. 
On the 27th of October she 
avers, that a marriage ceremony took place 
between us, oritt other words, that we were 
married. 1 was married to my present wife 
six days prior to that date, or on the 
21st of October. She has since that time 
been making statements to the effect that 
we were married on the 27th of October. 
The truth of the business is that I will 
have no trouble in proving an alibi, for on 
the 27th of October I was some hundreds 
of miles away from the city of Los Angeles. 
I did meet her in Sacramento and she 
asked nte to re-marry her. I refused, of 
course, and at the same time told her I had 
married another lady. She then left Los 
Angeles for San Francisco, and I supposed 
to her former home in Solano county, 
where she still continues to assert that I 
had re married her. On December 29th I 
brought a civil suit, a bill in equity, iu 
Solauo county, to compel her to ¡come for­ 
ward and show why she claimed to be my 
wile, and to present proof of that lact, if 
she had any. I have heard she claimed to 
have a marriage certificate signed by Rev.Dr. 
Cantine. I have never seen the document. 
I proposed to compel her to deposit that 
or any other proof she had iu Court, so that 
I could have a chance to defend myself and 
compel her to quit circulating stories cal­ 
culated to injure me. The papers in this 
suit were served on me in San Francisco 
one week ago. I’m arrested on a warrant 
sworn to by her in Los Angeles before a 
Justice of the Peace vi sterday. I have so 
far endeavored to keep this matter out of 
the public press, aud have refused to be in­ 
terviewed by reporters. I thiuk a man is 
no man at all who will say ought against 
the veracity or character of a woman with 
whom he has lived, at-d so far I have been 
close-mouthed. 
However, I shall not al­ 
low this persecution to go too far, and it the 
worst comes to the worst, she will be sent 
across the Bay. 
Here is half a dozen 
anonymous letters which you can inspect. 
You see from them that for weeks I have 
been threatened, and it looks as though 
they wish to drive me out of the State. I 
am here and I am here to stay. To do 
otherwise would amount to almost an ad­ 
mission that I am guilty of the crime 
charged. I am a land lawyer, have an of­ 
fice in San Francisco, have a good practice, 
and I assure you that what 1 have stated is 
the facts which will be proven at the trial, 
which I am glad is to take place.”

U ta h ’s D e m o c ra tic G o v e rn o r G ives B is 
P a r ty a B la c k E y e. 
Washington, January 9th.—C. c. W. West, 
w ho was appointed G overnor of Utah by Presi­ 
dent Cleveland, arrived in W ashington Sunday 
night. 
He intends to appear before the House 
Com m ittee on Territories to oppose the adm is­ 
sion of Utah as a State. This sentim ent, he 
says, is shared by nearly every non-M ormon or 
G entile In th e Territory. 
West places his objec­ 
tion on the broad ground th at th e Mormons are 
unfitted to exercise the rights of citizenship. 
Governor West said. ‘ To give these people 
the sovereign rights proposed would be to place 
every non-XIormon in Utah com pletely at their 
m ercy. 
U nder the territorial form of govern­ 
m ent we are protected by Congress and the 
executive. Confer the right of statehood upon 
Utah, and the Mormons would fram e a Consti­ 
tution and laws so unjust and arbitrary in their 
character th a t an outsider could not live am ong 
them . Hence, I sav, all noD-Mormons in the 
Territory, w ithout regard to party, oppose the 
proposition o f statehood.” 
“ What do you propose as a substitute?” 
“ 1 favor leaving it a Territory, but so am end­ 
ing the law as to abridge the power oi the 
church. A T erritorial Commission, acting in 
conjunction w ith the Governor, w hich would 
control all appointm ents, would answ er our 
purpose exactly. U tah would enter on an era 
of prosperity such as no other Territory has ever 
know n,”

Washington, January 9th —In the Senate to ­ 
day a bill was reported favorably to advance 
Chief E ngineer M elville one grade, auii give 
m edals to all the survivors of the Jeannette ex ­ 
pedition.
